WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP).— 
A report from the presidential 
yacht Potomac said today that 
President Roosevelt was enjoying 
a cruise off New England. The 
brief communication made no 
mention of a much-rumored meet- 
ing with Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill of Britain. 

The Navy Department issued the 
following dispatch from the yacht 
Potomac: 

“Cruise ship proceeding slowly 
along coats with party fishing 
from stern. Weather fair, sea 
smooth. Potomac River sailors 
responding to New England air 
after Washington summer.” 

Rumors had been circulating 
here and in other world capitals 
that the President might meet 
Churchill somewhere in the North 
Atlantic. The wording of today’s 
message indicated that the yacht 
was sticking close to the New Eng- 
‘land shore and was making no 
such speed as it might put on if 
the President had a rendezvous 
with any official coming from 
Europe. 

Rumors had continued today 
that the President and Prime Min- 
ister Churchill had a secret ren- 
dezvous. 

The reports were characterized 
by varying details, a complete lack 
of substantiation, and official de- 
nials. 

The commonest version had 
Roosevelt, Churchill, Prime Min- 
ister MacKenzie King of Canada 
and Harry L. Hopkins gathering 
for a conference, 


RED ‘LOST DIVISION’ FIGHTS 
WAY TO LINES AFTER MONTH 


MOSCOW, Aug. 6 (AP).—A Rus- 
sian “lost division” has returned 
safely to Red army lines after 
fighting for more than a month to 
break a German encirclement, it 
was reported today. 

Col. T. Novikov, commander of 
“N” infantry division, wrote in Red 
Star, army organ: 

“The march of our division 
through the enemy rear lasted 32 
days, covering hundreds of kilo- 
meters in battle through forests, 
swamps and across dozens of riv- 
ers.” 


$400,000 ARMY CHEMICAL 
PLANT FOR MONSANTO, ILL 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP).— 
Selection by the War Department 
of Monsanto, IIl., opposite St. Louis, 
as th. site for a $400,000 plant to 
manufacture protective . chemicals 
for the Chemical Warfare Service, 
was made known today by Senator 
Lucas of Illinois. 

The plant will be built on a 
three-acre site at Monsanto avenue 
and Falling Springs road, adjacent 
to the Monsanto Chemical Co. 
plant. It was said that firm would 
manage the plant after its con- 
struction by the Government, 
which would retain ownership. The 
plant will have 10,000 square feet 
of floor space and require 29 work- 
ers.

HT WILL DEFEND 

EMPIRE IN WAY 
IT THINKS BES! 


Contents of Note Not 
Made Public — Paris 
Press Again Asks for 
Axis Help Against 
‘Anglo-Saxon Menace.’ 


VICHY, Aug. 6 (AP). — The 
French Government handed the 
United States Embassy an official 
note tonight which was reported 
reliably to have told Washington 
that France will defend its empire 
by means which it thinks best. 

(Vichy has been under German 
pressure, according to recent re- 
ports, to enter into an agreement 
for Axis aid in the defense of Da- 
kar, West Africa, on which the 
Germans charge the United States 
has designs.) 

The note was said to have been 
couched in general terms, It was 
not made public here. . 

Authorized sources said it estab- 
lished a clear difference between 
the cases of Syria, where France 
itself defended its empire against 
the Britsh and De Gaullist French, 
and that of Indo-China where it 
has authorized Japan to aid in the 
defense. 

The note was a reply to United 
States Ambassador William D.

Sumner Welles’ declaration of Aug. 
2 that the United States would be 
governed in its relations with 
Vichy hereafter by the effective- 
ness with which it defends its ter- 
ritories against Axis aggression. 


the German-controlled 
Paris press published a strong ap- 
peal to Vichy to reverse its posi- 
tion and accept Axis aid for “de- 
fense” of France’s empire against 
the “Anglo-Saxon menace.” 

A front page editorial in Paris- 
Soir said: 

“Sumner Welles calls on us 
to defend our empire. He knows 
perfectly well, however, that we 
are, alas, incapable of undertaking 
that defense alone. But he wishes 
to forbid us all collaboration for 
that purpose. 

“The Anglo-Saxons are the ones 
who menace it. We must there- 
fore defend it against them and 
by every means, with all possible 
assistance.” 

The paper called the statement 
made Saturday by Welles “in- 
solent.” 

Collaboration Problem. 

Fernand de Brinon, representa- 
tive of the Vichy Government in 
the German-occupied region de- 
clared meanwhile, that French- 
German collaboration talks had 
reached a difficult point. 

In a statement asserting that the 
Vichy Government would not 
break the policy of collaboration

“This policy has its difficulties.

Pepper Defends Bill, Says 
Men ‘May Be in Service 
10 Years’ and War ‘May 
Last a Generation.’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP). — 
Administration leaders, intent on 


obtaining an 18month service ex- 
tension for the army’s rank and 
file, made their immediate objec- 
tive today the defeat of a new 
substitute proposal which would 
limit the length of additional mil- 
itary duty to a single year. 

The one-year limitation proposal, 
sponsored by Senator Burton 
(Rep.), Ohio, was generally re- 
garded as one of the last major 
hurdles in the way of a final Sen- 
ate vote on the service extension 
legislation. The chamber rejected 
an attempt yesterday to hold ad- 
ditional service to a six-month 
limit. 

Barkley Against Compromise. 
Standing pat for an 18-month ex- 
tension, Senator Barkley of Ken- 
tucky, the Democratic chieftain, 
said he was unwilling to accept 
the 12-month limitation as a com- 
promise substitute. He predicted 
defeat for the Burton amendment, 
but other administration strate- 
gists who agreed with his forecast 
thought the vote might be very 
close. 
Senator Thomas (Dem.), Utah, 
floor sponsor of the measure, 
backed Barkley’s stand, despite a 
backstage effort by some other 
supporters—notably Senators Chan- 
dler (Dem.), Kentucky, and Austin 
of Vermont, the acting Republican 
leader—to effect an agreement on 
such a restriction in the hope of 
increasing the final vote for the 
bill. 
Chandler told reporters he be- 
lieved only a “handful” would vote 
against the bill on final passage 
if the 12-month provision were 
inserted. 

Five Years, Pepper Says. 

Defending administration legis- 
lation to extend military service, 
Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
told the Senate today that “these 
men will be in the army five years 
—maybe 10.” 

Attacking the compromise pro- 
posal to limit such service to one 
additional year, Pepper asserted 
that Congress ought to be willing 
to grant the President authority 
to keep the rank and file in uni- 
form as long as they are needed, 
retaining the right to terminate 
such authority. 

“Talk about these men leaving 
the army in one year,” Pepper 
shouted, “they will be in the army 
five years—maybe 10. This war 
will last five rears—maybe 10— 
maybe a generation.” 

He said he feared that many in 
this country had gained a false 
sense of security because Russian 
forces had succeeded in halting 
the German invaders at least tem- 
porarily. 

“I fear that the British, too, have 
been lulled into a temporary feel- 
ing of security, thinking that they 
may not be called upon for the last 
desperate struggle to preserve 
their lives and liberty,” he went 
on. “Let them not be deceived. 
This war will not end until Arma- 
geddon has been fought.” 

Oklahoman Urges Speed. 
The Senate heard an impassioned 
plea for speedy passage of the leg- 
islation yesterday from Senator 
Lee (Dem.), Oklahoma, who told 
his colleagues that he was con- 
vinced the army must be kept 
intact if this country was to avoid 
war. 
“I can’t imagine anything that 
would be a greater invitation to 
war,” Lee @eciared, “than to de- 
mobilize this army we have now. 
By holding the army together and 
making it strong, we increase our 
chances of staying out of war.” 
While Lee said he would not be

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP).— 
The Senate overrode today Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s veto of a an 000,- 
000 road program. 

The vote was 57 to 19. A two- 
thirds majority in both Houses is 
necessary to override a veto. The 
veto now will be considered by the 
House, 

The measure would authorize 
apportionment of  $125,000,000 
among the states for building 


roads in the nation’s “strategic” 
defense system, and expenditure of 
$150,000,000 for access roads in con- 
nection with defense establish- 
ments; also $25,000,000 to pay for 
damage done roads by military 
maneuvers. 

Besides this it would authorize 
$10,000,000 for building airplane 
landing strips along public high- 
ways and $10,000,000 for the cost 
of surveys and plans. 

The President objected that 
funds would be pro-rated by states 
instead of allowing the chief exec- 
utive to decide where the funds 
were most needed. 

Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
action in debate. Two Democrats 
—McKellar of Tennegsee and Hay- 
den of Arizona—demanded that 
the Senate override it. 

“I do not wish to prejudice the 
President’s case by defending him 
from the Republican side of the 
aisle,” Vandenberg said. “I am 
sure he would feel he had fallen 
upon evil days if he had to rely 
on the Senator from Michigan.

LONDON, Aug. 6 (AP).—An avi- 
ation authority asserted today on 
his return from Russia that the 
Red army air force has “a surpris- 
ing number” of woman fighter pi- 
lots and is master of the air above 
Moscow. 

In blunting German raids aimed 
at Moscow, the air force is sup- 
ported by “an absolute wall of hell 


fire’ thrown up by anti-aircraft 
batteries shooting on a four-level 
plan. 

The authority, who has visited 
the United States, said he went to 
Moscow to teach the Russians 
something of air defense based on 
experiences of London defenders. 

“Teaching the Russians air de- 
fense is like trying to teach the 
New York Yankees baseball,” he 
said. 

While he was in Moscow, only 
six or seven German planes were 
able to get through the city’s de- 
fenses, he continued. The Russians 
get results from the force of num- 
bers, he said. 

“They think nothing of sending 
hundreds of planes into the night 
air, no matter how bad flying con- 
ditions are. I've spent nights in 
London during some of the worst 
raids and I’ve spent some in Mos- 
cow. There is no comparison. The 
Nazis simply don’t get through

Washington Government 
to Consider Favorably 
Requests for Shipping to 
Move Machinery to Vla- 
divostok. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP)— 
The United States, ii was learned 
today, has unfrozen millions of 
dollars worth of Soviet orders in 
this country and presumably the 
flow of American supplies to the 
Russians already has begun. 

Amounts and details were undis- 


elosed on the ground they were 
military secrets, but officials indi- | 
cated they constituted an impor- 
tant beginning. 

Carrying out the formal pledge 
this week to grant unlimited li- 
censes and priority assistance on 
Russian orders “upon the princi- 
ples applicable to the orders of 
countries struggling against ag- 
gression,” the Government author- 
ized the export of large amounts 
of materials long on order in this 
eountry. 

How they were moving to Russia 
also was undisclosed but the Unit- 
ed States has promised "favorable 
consideration” to Russian requests 
for the extension of available 
American shipping facilities pre- 
sumably for transport across the 
Pacific to Vladivostok. 

In addition Russia was said to 
have 8 or 10 vessels normally 
operating between American ports 
and Viadivostok. 

Before the German invasion of 
Russia, the Soviet had $50,000,000 
in orders pending here for various 
materials, consisting primarily of 
machine tools, oil well drilling ma- 
chinery and other industrial equip- 
ment. 

These orders were frozen under 
the rigid export control policy of 
retaining strategic materials for 
national defense and for aid to 
Britain and China.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Coin-

The extent, duration and 
severity of the fighting is historic- 
ally unique in the unabating se- 
quence of destructive blows against 
the Bolshevist forces.

The successes scored on the East 

front and the figures revealed in 
today’s special communique raise 
the totals reported in the commu- 
nique of July 11—which were 400,- 
000 prisoners, 7615 tanks, 4423 
pieces of artillery, 6233 airplanes 
(destroyed or captured)—to 895,000 
prisoners, 13,145 tanks, 10,388 
pieces of artillery and 9082 air- 
craft. 
The successes achieved, which 
by far surpass our highést ex- 
pectations, can be evaluated cor- 
rectly in their entirety only if one 
considers that the bloody losses 
on the part of this extremely tough 
and bitterly fighting opponent are 
many times the number of prison- 
ers.

Nazi Spokesman Says 
Americais Must Reckon 
With Consequences of 
Roosevelt Policy. 


BERLIN, Aug. 6 (AP). — An 
authorized spokesman said today 
that the German Government was 
“an attentive observer” of what he 
called Presidemt Roosevelt's .ef- 


forts to get Brazil to occupy Por- 
tugal’s Azores Islands. 
“There are reports of ultimate 
pressure on Brazil for this pur- 
pose,” the spokesman declared. 
“How far Brazil is willing to go, 
how far she can be cajoled is not 
a matter for us to judge. But we 
know it is up to the people of the 
United States to deetrmine how far 
they are going to be the tool of 
Roosevelt’s aggressive policy and 
to reckon with the consequences 
which sooner or later are likely 
to occur,” 
The Foreign Office commentator 
described President Roosevelt as 
a man who says “I'll feel myself 
threatened by whomsoever, where- 
soever,. whensoever I please.

Workmen for utility companies 
and the Street Department were 
repairing the damage today caused 
by a violent thunderstorm which 
struck the central and northwest- 
ern portions of the city and sub- 
urban Wellston and Pine Lawn late 
yesterday afternoon. 

Damage was not serious in any 
instance, but was scattered widely. 


Thousands of downtown office and 
factory workers were drenched as 
they were leaving for home, and 
many were delayed by flooded 
streets and fallen trees and wires. 

Although the rain, which was ac- 
companied by light hail, dropped 
the temperature from 90 degrees 
at 4 p. m. to 68 at 6 o'clock, the 
thermometer climbed back to 79 
in three hours and the night, if a 
little cooler than the last few, was 
sultry. The forecast was for con- 
tinued 90-degree weather today 
and. tomorrow. 


1.48 Inches in 3 Hours. 


The rainfall in the city was 1.43 
inches between 5 and 8 o'clock. 
The bulk of it fell in the storm 
starting at 5 o'clock, which taxed 
the sewers and caused the water 
in some streets to reach a depth 
of three feet. It drenched Sports- 
man’s Park sufficiently so that 
the scheduled night game between 
the Browns and the White Sox 
was called off. 

Most serious individual damage, 
probably, was to a home at 6451 
Wells avenue, where the 32-mile- 
an-hour wind lifted more than half 
of the roof off the house and 
planted it on some parked cars and 
on a lawn across the street. 


The home is owned by Mrs. Lo- 
rena B. Lowe, who is pastor of the 
Beacon Light Spiritualist Church, 
which has i chapel in the home. 

Utility Facilities Damaged. 

The most widespread damage 
was to telephone service, light 
wires and transportation facilities.

COLUMBIA, S. C., Aug. 6 (AP). 
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Any Increase in Silk Hose Prices 
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Profiteering, Declares Henderson 


Administrator Tells Committee Great Dam- 
age Might Result If World War Methods 
Were Used for Regulation. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP).— 
Price Administrator Leon Hender- 
son told Congress today that any 
increases in the price of silk stock- 


ings now could be “pretty gener- 
—* characterized as profiteer- 
ng. 

Resuming his testimony before 
the House Banking Committee on 
the administration’s price control 
bill, Henderson declared that the 
recent stoppage of silk production 
would not justify any increases in 
the price of silk stockings on the 
shelves of the retailers, 

At one. point, Henderson said 
great damage might result if an 
attempt were made to regulate 
prices by World War methods. 

Henderson said it was generally 
conceded that price contro] re- 
quired a definite gtatutory basis. 

When Congr Williams 
Missouri, asked 
World War methods, Henderson 
said that records showed and all 
who had been involved in the 1917- 
18 situation agreed that great dam- 
age had been done then by allow- 
ing prices to rise. 

Even in the case of food and 
fuel prices, for which Congress en- 
acted a special price control law, 
Henderson said it took the World 
War board “four months to debate 
the question.” 

Henderson testified he saw no 
reason for any further regulation 
of utility rates under the price- 
control legislation. 


Possibly implying that he felt 
likewise, Henderson related that 
Bernard M. Baruch, head of the 
old War Industries Board, had 
told him that if he had it to do 
again, he would not spend so much 
of it in trying to reach an agree- 
ment with all concerned before es- 
tablishing price ceilings and mean- 
while letting prices run. 

In response to questions, Hen- 
derson said he thought the Federal 
Reserve Board had the power un- 
der the 1933 Emergency Banking 
Act to control installment buying, 
but said if there was any doubt 
about it, the authority should be 
written into the price-control bill. 

Some legislators have contended 
that private credit, a great deal of 
which is used by the installment 
business, is a primary source of 
inflation. 

Henderson assured the commit- 
tee that if he were appointed to 
administer the pending legislation, 
he would have “no disposition” to 
disturb normal market conditions. 
He made that statement when Wil- 
liams inquired whether it was con- 


templated to use the legislation for 
general price fixing or to restrict 
it to a few commodities. 

His primary objective, he said, 
would be to make effective the 
price ceilings already established. 

House members in general main- 
tained a cautious attitude toward 
the administration’s price control 
bill, and indications increased that 
the legislation had a long con- 
gressional road ahead. 

Many members said they wanted 
a thorough discussion of: all parts 
of the bill as well as of many as- 
pects of the economic situation 
with which the measure does not 
deal. Among the latter were such 
things as the effect of wage scales 
on prices and the inflationary po- 
tentialitiesc of private bank credit. 
Neither wages nor credit would 
be regulated by the pending bill. 

As to wages, however, Congress- 
man Gore (Dem.), Tennessee, a 
member of the committee, said he 
did not thing that it was the 10 
cent-an-hour imcreases which or- 
ganized labor might obtain in wage 
rates that caused inflation. 

“It’s the tremendous increase in 
purchasing power that comes from 
putting billions of dollars into the 
hands of workers through the de- 
fense program,” he said. 


Producers Subsidized. 


Henderson, acknowledging that 
Wage scales might get out of 
bounds if prices were not con- 
trolled, told the committee that 
Britain and Canada both were re- 
sorting to subsidization of pro- 
ducers as one method of keeping 
the price level down. Indirectly, 
that would tend to minimize de- 
mands for higher wages, it was 
said. 

Gore said, however, he is opposed 
to further subsidies. . 

“Subsidies have been one of the 
crimes of the century,” he asserted. 

Congressman Wolcott (Rep.), 
Michigan, senior minority member 
of the committee, expressed belief 
that subsidies would be temporary 
palliatives in any event and said 
he thought the Government should 
be given the power to control in- 
flation at its source, which he said 
was private credit,

Construction Quartermast- 
er Named—Two Build- 
ing Firms Here Called in 
to Discuss Terms. 


Plans for .a 60,000-acre army 
camp near Neosho, Mo., entered 
the action stage after weeks of 
consideration yesterday when the 
army assigned a constructron quar- 
termaster and contractors were 
called to Washington to discuss 
terms for the $23,000,000 to $30,000,- 
000 job. 

The action followed announce- 
ment by Senator Bennett Champ 
Clark of St. Louis that he was in- 
formed by the War Department 
that work would begin at once. 
Representatives of two St. Louis 
firms, MacDonald Construction Co. 
and G. L. Tarlton, Inc., were called 
to Washington. 

Capt. Harry C. Walker, now sta- 
tioned at Omaha, was assigned to 
Neosho by the Quartermaster 
Corps, which supervises contrac- 
tors and holds primary responsi- 
bility for army housing. His as 
sistants will be Capt. Stanley A. 
Collins, First Lieuts. James C. 
Stewart, William O. Mauldin and 
Samuel T. Whitebread,.and Second 
Lieut. Stanley W. Nitzman. 

The War Department did not an- 
nounce what troops are to be quar- 
tered there. It disclosed last 
month, however, that sites near 
Neosho were under consideration 
for a triangular division—a mini- 
mum of 15,000 men, including three 
infantry regiments, three bat- 
talions of light artillery and one 
of heavy artillery. 

A 60,000-acre site, ample to ac- 
commodate 35,000 men and to train 
any type division of the modern 
ized army, was contemplated in 
plans and specifications prepared 
by the Burns & McDonald En- 
gineering Co. of Kansas City, Mo., 
under a contract let last May. 

Three sites were surveyed near 
Neosho, county seat of Newton 
County. Neosho, with a popula- 
tion of 5318, is 20 miles south of 
Joplin and 80 miles southwest of 
Springfield. It is situated at the 
junction of U. S. Highways 60 and 
71 and served by three railroads. 
In the “tri-state” mining area near 
the borders of Kansas, Oklahoma 
and Arkansas, troops there will 
have ready access to well-developed 
industrial centers and terrain rang- 
ing from the red clay plains of 
Oklahoma to the Ozarks of Mis- 
souri and Arkansas.

North Atiantic.) 

Eden prefaced his disclosure of 
the representations to Japan with 
the statement that “anything 
which threatened the integrity or 
security of Thailand would be of 
immediate interest to Britain.” 

“Threat to Singspore.” 

He said Britain was especially 
interested because a Japanese 
move into Thailand would be 
“threatening the security of Singa- 
pore.” 

“IT hope,” 
may yet be heeded.” 

Eden and Attige spoke on all 
phases of the war, from the Far 
East and the conflict in Russia 
to the battle of the Atlantic and 
United States aid. 

It was announced yesterday that 
Churchill could not take part in 
the debate because, as Attlee said, 
he is too busy “with urgent mat- 
ters connected with the war.” 

Collaboration With China. 
“Every fresh forward move on 

has 
the result of bringing China and 
ourselves closer and closer to- 
gether,” Eden said. “That friend- 
ship and that collaboration with 


he added, “these words 
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China will continue and, I pray, 
will grow.” 

He added that “men and material 
are pouring out to strengthen our 
forces in the Middle East for their 
next forward plunge,” and said 
that these would “strike their 
blows for the independence of the 
countries in the Middle East just 
as much as for our independence.” 

“That carries with it the corol- 
lary that those countries must co- 
operate with us in insuring that 
they do not afford the opportunity 
to Germany or the Axis to create 
disturbances, upheavals or risings 
to further their war effort,” Eden 


said, 

“Tourists” in Iran. 
“To take one example—there is 
in Iran today a large number of 
Germans. Experience has shown 
in many lands that these German 
colonists, experts, tourists or what- 
ever they may be called are ex- 
tremely dangerous to the inde- 
pendence of the country in which 
they are found. 
“We have drawn the serious at- 
tention of the Iranian Government 
to the’ danger to their own in- 
terests which they are risking by 
continuing to permit a large num- 
ber of Germans to reside in their 
country. 
“I trust that the Iranian Gov- 
ernment will not fail to heed this 
warning given in all friendliness 
and in all sincerity and that they 
will take the necessary measures 
now to deal with this situation.” 

Britain's one policy toward coun- 
tries between the Suez Canal and 
the western frontiers of India, he 
said, was a desire to see them 
“leading their own life in security 
and peace.” 

Position of Turkey. 

Eden said “enemy propaganda” 
had suggested that “we might 
agree to some arrangement or oth- 
er at the expense of Turkey. There 
is not of course the shadow of 
truth in any such suggestion.” 

(An Ankara dispatch said Brit- 
ain had assured Turkey it would 
enter into no agreement with So- 
viet Russia concerning post-war 
spheres of influence infringing on 
Turkish interests, Turkey was said 
to have been alarmed by an edi- 
torial in the London Times which 
said: “There can be no doubt that 
British and Russian—and, it may 
be added, American—interests 
alike demand that Russian influ- 
ence in Eastern Europe should not 
be eclipsed by that of Germany.”) 

Eden told the House he had been 
assured by the Russian and Polish 
governments that they were deter- 
mined to work together under their 
recent agreement “with energy in 
order to make the maximum con- 
tributions they can to defeat Ger- 
many at the earliest possible mo- 
ment.” 

Agreeing with a suggestion from 
the floor, Eden said “it certainly is 
true that we now are entering a 
period of greater opportunities 
than we have had before for po- 
litical warfare.” 

He reported that “some aspects 
of post-war reconstruction have al- 
ready formed the subject of ex- 
changes of views of an exploratory 
character between the United 
States Government and his Majes- 
ty’s Government.” 

Attlee’s Report. 

In his report, Attlee also said 
Japan’s attention to Thailand 
“bears o minous resemblance to 
that which preceded the incursion 
into Indo-China.” 

Independent but parallel actions 
of the United States toward Japan, 
he said, was a reaffirmation of the 
community of interests between 
Britain and America where liberty 
is concerned. 

Britain is exercising the “utmost 
vigilance” in the Far East, he as- 
serted. 

This was especially necessary, 
he said, because “the tone of the 
Japanese press does not agree 
with that of official assurances.” 

Attiee praised Russia’s “magnifi- 
cent fight,” which he said had 
completely foiled German expecta- 
tions of a quick victory and caused 
a postponement but not abandon- 
ment of plans for an invasion of 
the British Isles. 

United States material aid is 
flowing to Britain in a stream it 
never approached in the World 
War, he asserted, and terrific 
blows have been dealt Axis naval 
forces and shipping. 

In July 458,000 tons of Axis ship- 
ping were sunk, damaged or put 
out of action, he said, including 
69 ships destroyed or damaged in 


23 ships sunk in the Mediterra- 
nean. 

He admitted a British convoy 
had been attacked by German 
U-boats in the Atlantic, but said 
German claims of having sunk 
116,500 to 140,000 tons were exag- 
gerated by at least 350 per cent 
and perhaps by 700 per cent. 

Attlee, who is Lord Privy Seal 
and sometimes called the Deputy 
Prime Minister, declared Britain’s 
defenses against -invasion were 
“incomparably stronger” than a 
year ago. 

He was interrupted but once, by 
former War Secretary Leslie Hore- 
Belisha, who inquired sharply, 
“Where are the two fronts?” when 
the Lord Privy Seal had mentioned 
that Germany now was forced to 
face both ways in its battles. 

“The East and West,” Attlee re 
plied calmly. 

“Where is the one in the West?” 
Hore-Belisha persisted, but he got 
no reply. 

Warns Against Relaxed Effort. 

“There are satisfactory features 
in the present phase of the struggle 
which make it difficult for many 
of us to prevent cheerfulness from 
breaking in,” Attlee went on. 
“There is nothing wrong in being 
cheerful provided we do not relax 
our effort. We should realize that 
our better situation is only com-

Refers to Murmansk. 
Attlee said the Russians still held 
the Far North port of Murmansk, 
that attacking forces still had a 
considerable distance to go to 
reach the Leningrad-Murmansk 
rail line, and that the Baltic thrust 
toward Leningrad “has made no 
real] progress recently.” 

He said that despite “tremen- 
dous fighting now taking place in 
the Smolensk area” the road to 
Moscow still is barred, and Kiev 
in the Ukraine remains a bastion 
of Russian defense. 

“It is clear from the communi- 
ques of the German high command 
that they have been disagreeably 
surprised by the determination, 
courage and fighting quality of 
the Russian army... . It is clear 
that the Germans have sustained 
very heavy losses in men and ma- 
terial. 

“We are doing our utmost to give 
all possible assistance to our Rus- 
sian Ally... .” 

Referring to operations a week 
ago by British airplanes reported- 
ly based on an aircraft carrier in 
the Arctic, he said “activities of 
our fleet at Kirkenes (Norway) 
and elsewhere in the North show 
how close is our physical contact 
j with the Russian forces, . . .’An 
essential feature of the aid that 
we can give is not that it will be 
spectacular, but that it will be 
effective.” ; 

On United States Aid. 

Of British assistance from the 
United States he said: 
“Not only does the stream of 
material exceed anything we re- 
ceived in the last war, but it is 
sent to us under extraordinarily 
generous terms of the Lease-Lend 
Act. 
“The visit of Mr. Harry Hopkins 
had for its main purpose the pro- 
motion of even greater assistance 
under this act. 
“Important as is the physical 
help we are receiving, no less en- 
couraging is the sense of spiritual 
unity between the English-speak- 
ing people. 
“By independent but parallel ac- 
tion in relation to Japan, the United 
States of America and the British 
commonwealth have again af- 
firmed their community of inter- 
ests wherever liberty is threat- 
ened. . . 
“Despite official Japanese pro-

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STRKE-BREAKING 
CHARGE AGAINST 


UNION, LEADER 


Central Trades Committee 
to Look Into Complaints 
Incident to Walkout of 
15 Meat Handlers. 


Strike-breaking es were 
made against Harry F. Kline, busi- 
ness manager of the AFL Interna- 
tional Union of Operating Engi- 
neers, Local No. 2, by two other 
AFL unions at last night’s meet- 
ing of the Central Trades and La- 
bor Union. 

The complaints were referred to 
the organization’s Executive Com- 
mittee, which is to hold hearings 
and report its recommendations at 
the Central Trades meeting Aug. 
19, 
Expulsion of Kline’s union from 
the central AFL body was request- 
ed by the Butchers’, Sausage 
Workers’ and Packing House Em- 
ployes’ Union, Local No. 545, on 
the ground that Kline had fur- 
nished strike breakers to the 
Mound City Ice & Cold Storage 
Co., 900 Branch street. 

Henry Freise, president of the 
butchers’ union, said in a prepared 
statement that Kline organized the 
company’s workers on a plant-wide 
basis four years ago, although men 
handling meat products should be- 
long to the butchers’ union. 

Fifteen meat handlers who had 
joined the butchers’ union went on 
strike for higher wages July 24, 
Freise said, and subsequently Kline 
supplied men to carry on the work 
at a wage scale lower than that 
sought by the butchers’ union. 

Charge by Electrical Workers. 

The Electrical Workers’ Union, 
Local No, 1, also filed strike break- 
ing charges against Kline, but did 
not ask any specific penalty. 

Henry Koenig, business repre- 
sentative of the electrical workers, 
said at least one of the men hired 
by a downtown hotel to replace 
striking electrical -maintenance 
men identified himself as a mem- 
ber of Kline’s union and said Kline 
had ordered him to work at the 
hotel. : 

The Statler, Lennox, Mayfair 
and DeSoto hotels are being picket- 
ed by the electrical workers’ union, 
which claims jurisdiction over elec- 
trical maintenance men employed 
by the hotels. 

O. P. Greathouse, manager of 
the DeSoto and chairman of the 
Labor Relations Committee of the 
St. Louis Hotel Association, has 
maintained that the hotels have a 
five-year contract with the AFL 
Miscellaneous Hotel Workers’ 
Union, Local No. 430, giving that 
union jurisdiction over all hotel 
workers except waiters, waitresses, 
cooks and bartenders. Greathouse 
said some striking electricians 
had been replaced, but denied they 
had been hired through Kline’s op- 
erating engineers’ union. 

Picketing at the Mayfair and 
Lennox was augmented today by 
the addition of one picket from 
each of four other AFL craft un- 
ions which claim jurisdiction over 
some of the men now in Local 430. 

Unions represented were Uphol- 
sterers’, Local No. 21; Awning 
Workers’, Local No. 39; Building 
Service Employes’, Local No. 50, 
and Firemen and Oilers’, Local 
No. 1, 

More Unions in Picket Line. 

Kline, who campaigned for the 
Republicans in the municipal elec- 
tion last spring, was appointed by 
Mayor Becker July 30 as represen- 
tative of the Central Trades body 
on the city Charities Solicitation 
Commission, although William M. 
Brandt, secretary of, the Central 
Trades and Labor Union, said to- 
day the Mayor had not yet re- 
ceived the organization’s recom- 
mendation for its representative, 
as required by a city ordinance. 

Brandt said the Mayor asked for 
a recommendation last month, but 
announced Kline’s appointment be- 
fore the Central Trades and Labo” 
Union could hold a meeting to act 
on ‘it. At last night’s meeting the 
organization recommended John 
L Rollings, secretary-treasurer of 
the Barbers’ Union, for the posi- 
tion. Brandt said he did not know 
what action the Central Trades 
body would take in protest 
against Kline’s appointment. 

Kline was not present at last 
night’s meeting and was out of 
the city today.

UO TO CONFERENCE 


| House — and Passes 
Measure Mich Already 
Has Received Senate Ap- 
proval. ; 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP) 
Senate and House agreement on 
final details was awaited today to 
clear the way for completion of 
congressional action on legislation 
empowering the President to re- 
quisition a variety of property or 
supplies considered necessary for 
national defense. 

In genéral, only military or naval 
equipment, supplies, munitions or 
machinery could be requisitioned 
and the owners of the property 
would have to receive. just com- 
pensation. 

The House passed the measure 
241 to 136 yesterday and sent it 
to the Senate. A conference com- 
mittee was expected ta work out 
an agreement on the differences 
between the House bill and the 
version previously approved by the 
Senate. 

Major House Amendment. 

The major House change was 
an amendment sponsored by Rep- 
resentative Taber (Rep.), New 
York, which would prohibit the re- 
moval of machinery 6r equipment 
indispensable to a plant already in 
operation. 

Taber said this would protect a 
plant engaged in non-defense work, 
which would have to close down 
if one or two vital machines were 
requisitioned. Such a plant, he 
added parenthetically, might be in 
the non-defense category solely be- 
cause it had been unable to ob- 
tain defense orders despite its best 
efforts and its readiness to handle 
them. 

The Taber amendment appeared 
to satisfy some of the bill’s oppo- 
nents. who had argued that the 
legislation was merely another ver- 
sion of plant seizure authorization 
which the House twice overwhelm- 
ingly rejected in recent weeks. 

The tenor of House arguments 
against the bill was that the pow- 
ers conferred’ on the President 
were so broad that he could seize 
all personal property in the coun- 
try and then dispose of it as he 
wished. 

Those supporting the bill con- 
tended that the authority was nec- 
essary to forestall possible inter- 
ference or non-co-operation with 
the defense program. They said 
the President should be trusted to 
administer the requisitioning au- 
thority in the best interests of de- 
fense.

MOSCOW, Aug. 6° (AP).—The 
Red army today met the German 
offensive in the Ukraine with 
counter attacks .such as those 
which threw back the Nazis in the 
central sector last week.

Or they’d decide to hit 
the first curve, or the first fast 
ball, But the point is they knew 
what they were doing up there.

Owners and 3 Others 
Punched and Clubbed — 
Non-Union Labor Used

The names of many members of 
the band of from 75 to 100 men 
who invaded the Lakeside Airport 
adjoining Horseshoe Lake near 
Granite City about 6 o’clock last 
evening, severely punched and 
clubbed the two co-owners of the 
airport and three other men, dam- 
aged an airplane and toppled two 
iron walls of an uncompleted han- 
gar, have been turned over to the 
Madison County Sheriff's office at 
Edwardsville, which is conducting 
an investigation into the assault. 

Omar Midyett, one of the air- 
port operators, attributed the sud- 
den attack to his employment of a 
non-union contractor to construct 
the hangar damaged by the in- 
vaders. While he had received no 
union threats, he said; his 15 air- 
port attendants recognized a num- 
ber of members of an East Side 
union among the attackers. 

Midyett, who lives on a farm 
near the airport, suffered head 
and nose injuriés, body lacerations 
and a badly-batteréd left eye. The 
others hurt in the attack were 
Arthur Loos, co-owner, who re- 
ceived severe scalp cuts, body lac- 
erations and bruises and lost two 
upper teeth; Robert Robinson, a

Two galvanized iron hangar walls, 
about 20 feet high, had no over- 
head connecting beams and the 
men pushed them until they fell 
to the ground. 

The invaders then ran back to 
their parked automobiles on the 
highway and headed south, toward 
East St. Louis. They were not fol- 
lowed. The assault took place so 
quickly and suddenly, Midyett 
said, that the airport employes 
didn’t have time to “organize a 
defense.” Midyett estimated total 
property damage, including the 
hangar, plane and office furniture, 
at $800. 

The two hangers now used at the 
airport were built with union la- 
bor, Midygett said, but a non-un- 
ion contractor, Claude Turman, 
1222 Illinois avenue, East St. Louis, 
was given the contract for the 
third hangar. It is being. built to 
replace one blown down several 
weeks ago in a windstorm that 
caused $2500 damage at the field.

Gabrilovitch told of talking to 


several German prisoners who 
had taken part as tankists in the 
Greek invasion. He said they told 
him that the Australians were hard 
fighters and the toughest they had 
come up against since the war be- 
gan with the Polish campaign. He 
quoted them as saying that they 
had beat the Australians in Greece 
and then had hanged many of 
them from trees and buildings so 
they couldn’t interfere again in 
Germany's European campaign. He 
said they were proud of beating 
the Australians in Greece. 

Other prisoners told him, Gabrilo- 
vitch said, that German officers 
had explained the war against the 
Soviet Union as retaliation against 
Russia for not permitting the Ger- 
man army to cross Soviet territory 
to get to the oil fields of Iran.

NAZIS USING FEWER TANKS 
WITH ARMORED DIVISIONS 
IN RUSSIA, BRITISH REPORT 
LONDON, Aug. 6 (AP). 
HE German army reorgan- 
T izes its armored divisions 
for the Russian campaign, 
using smaller numbers of tanks 
for each division, authoritative 
British sources said today. 

This is the way the new Ger- 
man armored division was re- 
ported to be organized: 

A headquarters company, a 
reconnaissance unit; a_ signal 
group, an artillery regiment 
with 105 and 77 mm. cannon, an 
anti-aircraft machine gun regi- 
ment, an anti-tank regiment, an 
engineer regiment, an air unit, 
mobile heavy anti-aircraft, a 
tank brigade of 416 tanks and 
a truck-transported infantry 
brigade of about 2000 men. A 
medical group was included in 
the division, it was said. 

Reorganized motorized divi- 
sions have services similar to 
those of the armored divisions, 
plus three infantry regiments 
or a “heavy” brigade carried in 
trucks, it was reported. There 
are two regiments to the usual 
German brigade.

T is not necessary to explain to

HE NETHERLANDS are also 
occupied territory and Dutch 
soldiers are also prisoners of 
war and the Dutch people on the 
continent are also at the mercy of 
the German army and of the Nazi 
party. Nevertheless the Dutch em- 
pire stands firm and nothing Hitler 
threatens to do to the Dutch in 
the occupied territory causes the 
Dutch in the free world to think 
of surrendering.

CLASH OF VALUES IN THE HOUSE. 

The property seizure bill, which gives the Presi- 
dent power to take over military or naval equipment, ; 
supplies or tools and materials used in making them, 
has passed the House, 241 to 136. Three ameéend- 
ments limit the presidential authority, 

The most important provides that the executive 
shall fix a “fair payment” for requisitioned prop- 
erty and that if the owner disagrees, the Government 
shall pay him 50 per cent of the set price and allow 
him to sue for that part of the rest which the 
owner thinks he should have. The second amend- 
ment, designed to ease the minds of operators of 
small businesses, provides that machinery and equip- 
ment in use and necessary to the business in which 
they are employed shall be exempt from seizure, 

As the bill, minus these amendments, has already 
passed the Senate by a top-heavy margin, further 
action to adjust the differences is required before 
the measure can go to the President’s desk. How- 
ever, the amendments do not greatly limit the execu- 
tive authority, and so the bill would seem now to 
be as good as law. 

It is only natural that the overwhelming vote of 
the House for this unprecedented bill should be 
thought of in terms of the same House's rejection 
of the joint income tax return for husbands and 
wives. For what we have is this: Yesterday the 
House approved a bill which basically affects the 
control of private property. Yet the day before, it 
eliminated the provision in the tax bill which would 
have closed the separate-return loophole through 
which husbands and wives with large incomes may 
avoid the payment of taxes that either would have 
to pay if reporting all the family’s income. 

Representative Cochran of St. Louis says that the 
choice before Congress is between the joint income 
tax return, elimination of which reduces the yield 
of the tax bill by $323,000,000, and levies on consum- 
ers’ goods in the form of sales and excise taxes. The 
North Side Congressman uses plain language: 

What are excise taxes? Nothing’ but a hid- 
den sales tax. Where less than 6 per cent of 
income taxpayers are affected by the joint return 
provision, 100 per cent of taxpayers, including 
that class whose income is not sufficient to 
require them to pay any income tax, will be 
directly affected by the additional excise taxes. 

Let us think now of the 96 per cent of our 
taxpayers who will be affected by the defeat of 
this proposal. It is just one more effort to clos¢ 

up a loophole in our tax laws through which a 

small group have escaped paying a just tax. 

Their country by dire necessity needs this 
financial help now. It is their country that pro- 
tects their holdings, and they should cheerfully 
contribute and asK no special privileges. 

How inequitable this protection of large husband- 
wife incomes appears to one liberal in the House 
is indicated by the fact that Representative Me- 
Keough of Illinois voted against the tax bill in its 
entirety after the elimination of the joint-return 
provision. Hitting hard at this action, he said that 
there had been no gift tax from 1913 to 1932, with 
the single exception of the year 1924. In those 
years, Representative McKeough said, 


over seven billion dollars in income-producing 
securities were transferred by one spouse to an- 
other in order that they might avoid the pay- 
ment of their just tax to the Federal Government. 


Missourians may take satisfaction in the fact that 
eight, a majority, of their Representatives voted 
against eliminating the joint-return provision. In 
addition to Representative Cochran, they were Rep- 
resenfatives Sullivan (of St. Louis), Cannon, Dun- 
can, Nelson, Williams and Zimmerman, all Demo- 
crats, and Short, Republican. Representative Ploeser, 
Republican, whose district embraces St, Louis County 
and the South Side, voted to continue the tax im- 
munity afforded by separate returns. 

The Illinoig delegation, on the other hand, suc- 
cumbed to the heavy bombardment. Representative 
Schaefer of the populous East Side district was 
one of the Democrats Who voted with the Repub- 
licans to sustain the loophole. Representatives

roll. The Board of Education is still seeking a 
remedy. It is preparing a retirement setup of its 
own, and in the meantime is asking teachers past 
70 to take temporary leaves without pay.

It is now asserted that the board is empowered 
to set up a retirement system in the form of an 
amendment to its rules, without the necessity of 
action by the Legislature. This was not the pre- 
vailing opinion in past months, or the board and 
the teachers would not have embarked upon the 
long fight in the Legislature, and the teachers would 
not have raised their $15,000 fund.

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THE RAILROAD WAGE PROBLEM. 

As was expected, the railroads of the United States 
yesterday rejected the demand of their union erh- 
ployes for new wage schedules which were said, 
by the roads, to be more than 30 per cent higher 
than the prevailing rates. Almost anyone would 
have balked at an increase of such magnitude. Had 
such a scale been in effect in 1940, the roads said, it 
would have plunged them $600,000,000 into the red, 

On the other hand, Leon Henderson yesterday tes- 
tified that the general price structure had already 
advanced 20 per cent, and that it was going higher 
—higher than ever before. In this light, the wage 
demand is hardly shocking. It does no more than 
take up the slatk, and make what may be a thin 
provision for what is to come during a new con 
tract period. 

However, unless the roads get a proportionate in- 
crease in revenues, they will be no less able to meet 
the demand because it can be defended. They and 
their employes are seasoned bargainers and they 
are governed by the Railroad Labor Act, so, instead 
of a atrike, some compromise probably will be 
worked out, even though the union leaders have 
called for a strike vote. No doubt the settlement will 
represent an increase in both wages and rates. 

Here is a perfect example of the inflationary 
process at work. Harsh things will be said about 
both parties, but most of them will be undeserved. 
The crisis is not of the making of either the em- 
ployers or the employes. They are victims of a 
situation beyond their control. 

Months ago, Bernard M. Baruch said situations 
like this might be avoided by “freezing” prices and 
wages at a pre-inflationary level. How high must 
the fever go before the remedy is tried? 

A REFRESHING ITEM. 

National defense construction has been subjected 
to so many harassing delays that the episode re- 
ported yesterday from Detroit comes upon the scene 
like 4 cooling rainstorm on an August night. 

After the loss of 300 to 400 micrometers and other 
precision instruments by theft, two machine tool 
manufacturers announced they were “almost help- 
less to continue production” on their contracts for 
Government arsenals and other defense plants. Then, 
while the FBI investigated the possibility of sabo- 
tage, help began to arrive. From competitors, from 
private citizens, from points as distant as Minne- 
apolis, à stream of precision instruments poured in, 
until it was possible to resume full production. 

This is the spirit of co-operation that will win the 
crucial Battle of Production. This is the kind of 
unity the country needs to stirmount the obstacles in 
its great defense effort. The generous friends of the 
two crippled Detroit plants have served their coun- 
try handsomely.

WASTE IN NAVY CONTRACTS. 

The Senate Defense Committee, headed by Senator 
Truman of Missouri, has performed some valuable 
services in checking on costs and seeking: to pre- 
vent waste in thé arms program. It is safe to say 
that no more wanton and needless piece of extrava- 
gance has come to light than the rentals paid by the 
navy for construction equipment. 

Figures were produced showing many instances 
where rentals exceeded the value of the equipment. 
For one truck valued at $400, the navy has paid 
$1086 in rent. On a $360 truck, it has paid $716. 
Army contracts provide for equipment to become 
Government property when 100 per cent of its value 
has been paid in rent. ‘Why the navy has not 
adopted this sensible plan, nobody has explained. 

The people are financing this great defense pro- 
gram through taxes and defense bonds, which mean 
sacrifices in many instances. How can morale be 
expected to stand up if such throwing away of 
money continues in one phase of the program? 

No waste, no profiteering—this should be the 
inflexible rule in every part of the defense effort. 
The big job before the Truman committee is to 
bring about enforcement of this rule. 
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IF THE STATES DEFAULT ON TRADE BARRIERS— 

Some Legislatures at their sessions this year passed 
laws to modify or eliminate the traffic barriers 
created by the maze of conflicting and often unrea- 
sonable truck regulations. Many of the obstacles to 
highway transportation remain, however, and con- 
tinue to delay hauling of civilian supplies and also 
goods needed for national defense. . 

. So the expected has happened—two bills have been 
introduced in Congress looking toward Federal 
action against these highway bottlenecks. One bill, 
introduced by Representative Magnuson (Dem.) of 
Washington, .would authorize the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to modify highway regulations in 
the states. The other, by Senator McNary (Rep.) 
of Oregon, calls for an investigation by the Senate 
Interstate Commerce Committee of the advisability 
for Federal regulation of sizes and weights of com- 
mercial vehicles, The American Trucking Associa- 
tion urges authorising the ICC to remove the trade 
barriers, “the laws of any state notwithstanding.” 

Many appeals have been made for action by the 
states to eliminate what former Gov. Stark of Mis- 
souri, in his campaign against trade barriers, called 
“the Balkanization of America.” Much has been

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Ship Industry Stabilizes Production 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Industry now operating under “code of zone standards” to expedite 
construction of badly needed vessels, engineer says; codes drawn 
jointly by Government, management and labor; plan originated 
by Hillman may have wide effect on.management-labor relations. 


From 4 Radio Address by Morris L, Cooke, Chairman of the Shipbuilding Stabilization 
Committee of OPM Labor Division. 


HERE is no defense industry in which 
Ti is more vital that the United States 

win the Battle of Production than the 
industry of shipbuilding and ship repair. 
One requirement stands out above all—the 
production of shipping must not be inter- 
rupted. In shipbuilding,’ the time is short. 

In order to unleash the full capacity of 
this key industry, the Labor Division of 
OPM, under the direction of Sidney Hill- 
man, has accomplished something entirely 
new in the history of American relations 
among private industry, organized labor and 
the Government. It is an industry-wide pact 
of peace and productivity, known as the 
Shipbuilding Stabilization Program. 

The idea of stabilizing the productive 
relationships of a whole major industry at 
once originated with Mr. Hillman, and 
in my judgment few more far-reaching or 
constructive policies affecting the defense 
program have been executed. 

Today, with the industry operating under 
a system of zone standards, we are begin- 
ning to see the results of this stabilization 
policy and to appreciate its long-range im- 
plicatiens. Not only has one of the most 
vital, defense industries been shown how 
it can solve its management-labor rela- 
tions, but a pattern has been established 
which may well become the keynote of 
progress hereafter in all industry. 

Stabilization is the best possible founda- 
tion for collective bargaining. It is bene- 
ficial alike to management, to labor and to 
the public, for it represents the fullest de- 
gree of co-operation on a broad front yet 
attained among industry, the worker and 
the Government for abundant production. 
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Let me define this word “stabilization” 
in simple terms. Government is buying 
ships. Two of its agencies particularly, the 
navy and the Maritime Commission, have 
placed huge orders for defense vessels with 
privately owned shipyards—nearly a huh- 
dred shipyards in the many seaports of the 
country having received such orders. These 
shipyards, like all other industries, are op- 
erated by two main elements, management 
and labor. We have here a co-operative ar- 
rangement among Government, industry 
and labor, just as in normal times our 
economy represents a three-fold co-opera- 
tion among the buying public, the supply- 
ing industries and labor. 

what would seem more natural than 
for Government, as the buyer of ships, man- 
agement, as the contractor for ships, and 
labor, as the actual builder of the ships, 
to get together in advance, discuss the job 
of building those ships, foresee the diffi- 
culties that may arise and to come out of 
their conference with a broadly worded 
voluntary agreement, essentially uniform 
for the entire industry, designed to provide 
against trouble for the emergency? 

That is exactly what has been done. First, 
the Labor Division of OPM set up its com- 
mittee. Next, this committee invited the 
heads of the shipbuilding industry, and the 
leaders of the labor organizations in that 
industry, into a general conference. Next, 
the shipbuilding industry was split up into 
four zones, one for each coast, and each 
zone held its own stabilization conference, 
with management, labor, the navy, the 
Maritime Commission and the Labor Divi- 
sion of OPM all participating. Out of each 

conference came a code of sone stand- 
which all parties have mutually agreed 


upon as desirable rules to follow for the 
duration of the emergency. 

The stabilization agreements are only 
four or five typewritten pages in length. 
Each contains the following provisions: 

A uniform basic wage to be unchanged 
for a year; thé wages subject to revision 
at six-month intervals thereafter on the 
basis of changes in the cost of living. 

A uniform arrangement for hours, shifts 
and overtime pay. 

An outright pledge against strikes or 
lockouts for the period of the emergency. 

An outright pledge against any other re- 
strictions upon production. 

Provisions by which workers’ grievances 
may be freély discussed and dealt with in 
conference and, if neceasary, finally sub- 
mitted to arbitration. | 

Provision for the training of skilled 
workers, to avoid skill-shortages, satisfac- 
tory to both management and labor. 

Provisions for automatic renewal, so that 
the agreement may last indefinitely if it 
works well. 

. * * 

These zone standards constitute a labor- 
management code, agreed to by the leading 
representatives of management and by the 
leading representatives of shipyard labor, 
and approved by the Federal Government. 
After such approval has been given, the 
Government withdraws from the situation. 

The gone standards now become a basis of 
collective bargaining. Accordingly, old plant 
agreements are modified, and new ones en- 
tered into, based upon these standards. In 
a few cases, differences creep in; this or 
that provision of the zone standards may 
be slightly modified. 

Without. the already-existing organiza- 
tions of labor, and without the previous 
achievements of organized labor on which 
to build, the stabilization program could 
not have been attained. Every enlightened 
observer of industry today knows that col- 
lective hargaining itself is a stabilizing fac- 
tor in industry, and that the presence of 
nearly 10,000,000 workers in organizations 
of their own formation is a tremendous as- 
set to this nation in its time of stress. Both 
the ~xAFL and CIO participated through 
their representatives in the program, giving 
their co-operation both to the Government 
and the industrial representative. 

Other defense industries, and civilian in- 
dustries, too, may profit by this experience. 
Under the pressure of this crisis; it should 
be possible to pool the interests of labor, 
Management and the public, to recognize 
that the brains of labor can be of the ut- 
most value to management, and to realize 
that the public gains its main objective— 
only when management invites labor into 
the management picture and the workers’ 
ideas are part and parcel of production. 

If we can emerge from this time of crisis 
with our great industries better organized 
and better stabilized than ever before, then 
the new mechanism of co-operation brought 
into being by this emergency will be of last- 
ing value to our @ntire social system.

tactics of smashing through the 
lines. Gabrilovitch said the Ger- 
mans were surrounded after they 
hai been permitted to break 
through. When their tanks ran 
out of gasoline, they were easy to 
dispose of: He said the Germans 
dug their tanks into ground as 
deeply as possible when out of gas 
and tried io hold out until supplies 
of gasoline reached them. But the 
Red army prevented supplies from 
reaching them and trapped the 
Germans in their tanks, forcing 
them to surrender. 


Hunting for Food. 


He said that many tank crews 
were captured along the highway 
when they stopped and got out 
and went into the fields search- 
ing for chickens, pigs and calves. 

“T have seen as many as 1000 
to 1500 Germans captured at one 
point on the front in one day,” Ga- 
brilovitch said. “Almost without 
exception the older soldiers say 
they are fed up with the war and 
are glad to be out of it.” 


“The younger ones, especially 
ardent Nazis and members of 
storm trooper divisions, grew up 
with the National Socialist move- 
ment and don’t know any other 
kind of life than one of slaughter 
and war.” 


The Germans found nothing of 
any value in the occupied territory, 
it was said. “Everything movable 
was taken to the rear and what 
couldn’t be moved was destroyed,” 
he said. “The Germans could find 
no food: whatever. Even green 
wheat in the fields was destroyed. 
That is the reason the Germans 
left their tanks and tried to catch 
chickens when they saw one left 
behind.” 


Gabrilovitch said the Germans 
had expected to find locomotives 
and other rolling stock on the rail- 
ways. When they found that ev- 
erything had been removed, they 
had to take up all the ttacks and 
relay them, because German roll- 
ing stock could not be used on the 
wide-gauge Soviet railway lines. 
He said that “partisans” in the 
Germans’ rear take up the rails 
and burn the cross ties as fast as 
the Nazis can put them down. 
“The Jewish population retreats 
from all districts when the Ger- 
mans advance,” Gabrilovitch said. 
“That movement has practically 
come to an end now because the 
ee are no longer advanc- 
ng.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt wants the 
$285,000,000 St. Lawrence seaway 
presented to Congerss as part of 
an omnibus rivers and harbors bill 
instead of in separate legislation.

‘THE FEW TO WHOM SO MANY OWE SO MUCH 


(This:is the first of a series of articles on the RAF.) 


LONDON (By Wireless). 

HE Royal Air Force is not 

an army. It is an order, a 

knightly order, representing 
something new not only as a fight- 
ing force but as a social phenom- 
enon. It is impossible to come into 
contact with groups of its men 
without believing that the R. A. F. 
will play a great role in the Britain 
that emerges from the war. 


These young men saved England 
a year ago. How few they were 
who saved England is not yet real- 
ized by the many. Their names 
as individuals are hardly known. 
This air war is without aces. In- 
dividual exploits have been as sen- 
sational as any performed by the 
Bishops, the Guynemers or the 
Richthofens of the last war. But 
it is a breach of form in the R. 
A. F. to publicize any single per- 
sonality. Congratulate a pilot on 
his personal exploits and he will 
stiffen immediately. 

s * . 
HE R. A. F. is a voluntary 
T toree He who presents him- 
self and is accepted finds a 
code imposed upon him by his com- 
rades. There are R, A. F. man- 
ners. Reticence, poise and easi- 
ness mark them. “Shooting a line” 
makes one an outcast. 

In fighting stations, military 
forms and rigidities are kept at a 
minimum. The salute is casual, 
the sir is spoken as a well-brought- 
up youth might address an older 
man. Nicknames are as universal 
as at a boys’ ‘school. The intelli- 
gence officer at one station is al- 
ways called “spy.” The atmosphere 
of the fighting station is rather 
that of a young man’s club. The 
spirit of the squadron is not the 
spirit of a company or a brigade 
but of a team, The men are rated 
among their comrades not only for 
their exploits in bringing down 
Germans but for their sobriety in 
protecting their aircraft, for lead- 
ership and for team work, 

The playing fields of Eton are in 
the sky and this peculiar new no- 
bility of Britain rides to hounds 
in the heavens. Whose particular 
gun brought down a particular 
plane is of less consequence than 
how each member of a squadron 
behaved in relation to the whole 
operation. This self-selected serv- 
ice of the few comes, interestingly 
enough, almost entirely from the 
middle classes. Their families are 
rarely titled, rarely rich, very sel- 
dom very poor. They have had 
advantages but few luxuries. The 
probability is that at home they 
live in a small detached villa with 
one or two servants. Nine out of 
ten come from such homes. 

* * 

A LTHOUGH enormous empha- 

sis is placed upon the disci- 
| pline of tactics and the integrat- 
ed teamwork of the whole opera- 
tion, very little emphasis is placed 
upon bodily training in the rigid 
physical sense. 

For instance, one of the great- 
est airmen in England told me: 
“A good airman must be constitu- 


os 


tionally sound, completely healthy; 
but he must never be too fit. The 
sort of training that an infantry- 
man gets, or the sort given to a 
boxer or football player, would 
spoil an airman.” * 

The fighter of the air is em- 
ployed in short swift engagements, 
requiring terrific concentration of 
nervous energy, rather than pro- 
longed endurance. Ever so slight 
an edge on the nerves seems to 
produce tension, Nerves are neces- 
sary to perfect his performance. 
The fighter of the air has the 
nerves of an acrobat, not a soldier 
or mariner. It is all. done with 
nerves, not muscle, and among air- 
men there are highly artistic types. 

. * «€ 

HERE are three commands in 

the R. A. F. Each produces 
a different type of airman. The 
fighters for the most part are a 
siender wiry breed of finely-spun 
nerves. The bombers are physical- 
ly thicker set, slower, more deliber- 
ate perhaps, a more responsible 
type. They are handling more 
power, more costly craft. Their 
skippers are responsible for more 
people’s lives. The men of the 
coastal command are the fat boys 
of the R. A. F. In trying to find 
the reason, I concluded it was be- 
cause they follow the usages of 
the navy and eat more, oftener. 
These are the men who conduct 
reconnissance over the oceans, 
bomb enemy surface craft and sub- 
marines and act as cover for the 
convoys, helping to bring in food 
and the sinews of war for Britain’s 
people. . 

Their wives are, I must add, a 
special kind of new young woman. 
They too have a code. That code 
demands that they be happy and 
keep their husbands happy all the 
time. The girls are great cocktail 
drinkers. They are always casual. 
It is against the code ever to show 
the slightest apprehension, ever to 
telephone the airdrome to see 
whether their husbands have come 
back from some dangerous opera- 
tion. They must wait for his call. 
When possible they live near the 
squadron stations to be with their 
husbands at the earliest moment 
of their free time. 

In the last war there was con- 
sidérable freemasonery among the 
airmen of all nationalities. A mu- 
tual admiration that transcended 
the enmities of war. There is 
much less of that in this war in 
which the air force plays an in- 
finitely greater role. 

Most airmen with whom I talked 
despise the Nazis as an inferior 
enemy. They admire the strategy 
and tactics of the Luftwaffe but 
no individual pilots. They are a 
very unboastful lot themselves but 
they say as a quite simple state- 
ment of fact that the Nazis haven’t 
got guts. They say they are too 
rigid. They are enormously effec- 
tive whenever no chance or acci- 
dent crosses their prescribed tac- 
tics but relatively helpless in an 
unforseen emergency. Some 
thoughtful ones advance reasons 
for this but that is another story.

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FO PLAN LIMITS RADIO 
STATON OWNERSHP 


‘Board to Hear Arguments on 
Proposal Oct. 6 and Asks 
for Briefs. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP).— 
The Federal Communications Com- 
mission proposed today that no 
firm be permitted to own more 
than one standard broadcast sta- 
tion serving a single territory. 
The commission called for oral 
argument on the proposal on Oct, 
6. It invited interested persons to 
file briefs. 


Officials did not know how many 
stations would be affected. They 
interpreted the proposal as requir- 
ing the disposal of stations where 
more than one is controlled by the 
same interests in any locality. 

The commission expressed the 
opinion that public interest, con- 
venience and necessity “may be 
served by prohibiting such multiple 
operation.” 

The commission already limits 
ownership of frequency modula- 
tion stations to one in a locality, 
with a limit of six stations regard- 
less of location. The same inter- 
ests cannot own more than three 
television stations. 

The new rule proposed by the 
commission is similar to one af- 
fecting ownership of stations by 
networks. Scheduled to become 
effective Sept. 16, this would pro- 
hibit a network from operating 
more than one station in a locality. 
Representative Sanders (Dem.), 
Louisiana, introduced a bill yes- 
terday for reorganization of the 
commission and an inquiry on leg- 
islation to govern licensing of radio 
stations and networks. 

Sanders said his bill was in many 
respects similar to a reorganiza- 
tion proposa] offered in the Senate 
by Senator White (Rep.), Maine, 
but stopped short of including cer- 
tain regulatory provisions. 

Under the Sanders plan, the ques- 
tion whether Congress should reg- 
ulate radio contractual relations, 
network licensing, the number of 
services by networks and qualifi- 
cations of licensees would be deter- 
mined after the inquiry. His bill 
would authorize the reorganized 
commission to make the study and 
report to Congress by Jan. 1. 


ST. LOUIS HOUSE BUILDING 
COSTS UP, SAYS BANK REVIEW 


$5839 for Six-Room Home Com- 
pared With $5421 in July, 
1939. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—The 
present cost of building a standard 
six-room house in St. Louis is 
$5830, as compared to $5792 last 
April, $5421 in July, 1939, and 
$5460 in July, 1938, it was an- 
nounced today by the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Review. In July, 
1937, however, the cost was $6118, 
said the Review, which is the of- 
ficial publication of the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board. 

The structural type, on which 
costs are reported, is a detached 
six-room house of 24,000 cubic-foot 
volume with living room, dining 
room, kitchen and lavatory on the 
first floor and three bedrooms and 
bathroom on the second floor. The 
figure is computed on the basis 
of best quality materials and work- 
manship. The cost per cubic foot, 
according to the Review, has ad- 
vanced from 23.2 cents in July, 
1940, to 24.3 cents last month. 

The cost estimate does not in- 
clude interior finish, lighting fix- 
‘tures, refrigerators, water heaters, 
ranges, screens, weatherstripping 
or window shades. An allowance 
of 10 per cent for builders’ profit 
is made.

There must 
be 50. But we're not looking for 
them.

1 can’t tell whether they’re 
German or British. Behind us are 
more planes. They're closer and 
camouflaged green and tan, which 
means they're Spitfires, no doubt 
from another airdrome. They're a 
welcome addition to the sky pic- 
ture. 

Sam’s angling for a beam at- 
tack. Our section follows him 
around. Striking down at the side 
of the bombers gives you the big- 
gest target. Besides, the JU 88's 
aren’t armored there. There’s a 
cool feeling in my stomach and 
my mouth is very dry. The dry- 
ness may be caused by the oxy- 
gen. I’m taking in deep breaths 
of it. There’s a swarm of Messer- 
schmitt 109’s directly overhead, 
and following us, like hawks stalk- 
ing their prey. They won't dive 
until we do. Then they'll be on 
our tail in a flash. I can see in 
the gathering dusk their yellow 
noses and the black crosses on the 
underside of their square-cut 
wings. 

Suddenly Sam wiggles his 
wings and peels off, zooming 
down in a 60-degree power dive. 
Number two and number three fol- 
low screaming after him. I pull 
the teat wide open and shove the 
from me. The _ Spitfire 
jumps ahead and shrieks down- 
stairs. The three Spitfires in front 
break formation and each de- 
scends on a bomber. I've got one 
in my sights, the front Jerry in 
the middle formation. We must 
pick off the front bombers, for in 
one of them is the flight leader. 
If we get him the rest of the for- 
mation will turn for home. But 
so long as he’s still in action 
they'll] keep right on to their ob- 
jective. 

Over the whining crescendo of 
airplane motors I hear in the ear- 
phones a “Yipee! Hi-yoooo-oo!” 
It’s one of our boys giving his 
cowboy battle yell. He has for- 
gotten and left his radio on send, 
so we hear him. 

As we roar down on them the 


- bombers don't try to get out of the 


way. They never do. They may 
shift their course just a little to 
throw us off. I’m watching for 
that. My target looms larger and 
larger in the sights. His murky 
camouflaging almost blends with 
the darkness below. My thumb’s 
itching to press the firing button. 
But he’s still too far away. Smoke 
trails pour from the bomber as the 
gunner opens fire. 


The stick vibrates in my hand. 
Bullets from somewhere are cut- 
ting into an aileron. I can tell 
this because the vibration is a 
sideways motion. It can’t be from 
the bomber below. I’m not in 
range yet. The rear view mirror 
shows a Messerschmitt fighter on 
my tail. But he’s too far off to 
hit me. The jerking stops. The 
bullets must have come from the 
top formation of bombers. [Im 
diving past them. 


No time to investigate. My tar- 
get’s only 400 yards below. My 
thumb squeezes down on the fir- 
ing button, located on top of the 
stick. Tracer smoke shows the 
bullets falling short and too far 
ahead of his nose. I pull the stick 
to port, trying to edge in. The 


. Spitfire responds sluggishly. From 


the way her starboard wing drags 
I know it’s the aileron on that 
wing that’s damaged. Probably 
the fabric has been shot off. I 
push the stick farther and get the 
bomber’s nose just behind the 
sight’s cross hairs. Jerry gets an- 
other burst. I’ve got to keep the 
gunsight just ahead of his nose so 
he wil] run into the hail of death. 
There! The tracer smoke pours 
into the bomber’s plastic nose. I 
bear. down on the trigger as if 
trying to force more than 160 bul- 
lets a second into him. As I whip 
out of the way at the last instant, 
the big bomber starts to roll over. 
That means I got him!

HERE was never lass reason 

than there is at this moment 
for the surrender of French Africa. 
A case can be made out for the 
surrender of Indo-China on the 
ground that there are no French 
forces there capable of resisting 
Japan and that Britain and Amer- 
ica did not deem it expedient to 
make the occupation of Indo-China 
a question of war and peace. But 
mo such case can be made out 
for the surrender of Africa. 

For with Germany engaged in 
the great Russian campaign, Hit- 
ler’s activity in the whole Mediter- 
ranean — has subsided. He is 

sit 


in no ion at this time to send 
motorized divisions into Africa. He 
has had _ to let the Italians languish 
in Libya, he has had to stand by 
and see the British reinforce Malta 
for offensive operations against the 
communications between Italy and 
Africa. Against the resistance of 
the British fleet alone, not to speak 
of what the French fleet could 
contribute, it is not at the moment 
conceivable that Hitler could land 
any considerable force for the in- 
vasion of Africa. Thanks to the 
Russian army, and thanks to Brit- 
ish sea and air power in the Medi- 
terranean, and with the help of 
the very substantial support which 
America could and would give, the 
French empire can in fact be de- 
fended against Hitler. If it is not 
defended, though Marshal Petain 
is pledged to defend it, it will be 
because the men of Vichy prefer 
a Hitler victory to the independ- 
ence and the honor of France. 
HERE are obviously French- 
men who have staked every- 
thing on a Hitler victory. A man 
like Laval could hardly expect to 
| survive and prosper in a liberated 
France; as a matter of fact he 
knows and says that his own life 
is forfeit if Hitler is defeated, Men 
in this position have not been in 
full control in Vichy. The sur- 
render of Africa would place them 
in full control and all Frenchmen 
who participated in the surrender 
—the whole Vichy regime—would 
thereafter have as much reason to 
fear a Nazi defeat as Hitler, Goeb- 
bels or Himmler themselves. For 
in the eyes of true Frenchmen and 
of all the free peoples they would 
have committed an unpardonable 
act of treachery. 

Thus they would force France 
first into war against the allies 
and friends of France, and then, 
as the Nazi occupation begins to 
crumble under the impact of the 
worldwide coalition that has now 
been formed, their treachery would 
inexorably provoke a civil war 
within France. For the liberation 
of France would then require not 
merely the expulsion of the Ger- 
mans but also the total destruc- 
tion of the Vichy regime. 


* * * 
ARSHAL PETAIN made one 


tragic miscalculation a year 


ago when, believing that the war 
was over, he refused to fight on 
from Africa. The war was not 
over, and the forces aligned against 
Germany today are immensely 
greater than when he made his 
erroneous decision. 

That error could be retrieved to- 
day by adhering loyally to his own 
pledges. If the pledges are broken, 
when the situation is so favorable 
to honoring them, Marshal Petain 
will not only lose the French em- 
pire to Hitler for the duration of 
the war but he will prolong the 
war—perhaps for years—inflicting 
infinite suffering upon the bodies 
and deep misery upon the souls of 
his ‘people.

sian campaign would be diver- 
sionary rather than of direct as- 
sistance, but the moral gain from 
Britain, if the enterprise were to 
prove successful, would be very 
great. 


Attacks on Norway. 


As to British attacks on other 
portions of the coast opposite the 
island of Great Britain, again con- 
siderations of shipping apply. 
Norway seems the more likely lo- 
cation for such thrusts, because 
it is the most difficult part of 
the coast for the Germans to re- 
inforce, as well as because there 
is always the possibility that suc- 
cess might light fires in Sweden; 
especially if the attack came at a 
time when the German difficulties 
in Russia were increasing rather 
than decreasing. 

As to raids on the coast for the 
purpose of creating confusion and 
of doing material damage to such 
objectives as harbor works, oil 
storage, railway terminads, ship- 
ping and the like, there is this 
to be said: that a skilled party 
of engineer troops provided with 
proper demolition equipment and 
plenty of explosives can do far 
more damage, if given undisturbed 
possession for a few hours of an 
area containing large material ob- 
jectives, than can almost any 
amount of air bombardment: es- 
pecially if they have carefully re- 
hearsed the operation on dummy 
reproductions of the area to be 
attacked. 

However, there is always to be 
considered the weighing of risk 
against advantage; a staff consid- 
ering such interprises must always 
ask itself whether the damage 
reasonably to be expected to en- 
emy works will offset the losses 
of skilled men, weapons and 
equipment which may also reason- 
ably be expected. 


A major British landing in 
France, say for the purpose of 
cutting off the peninsula of Brit- 
tany and the naval and air base 
at Brest, would be of enormous 
advantage were it successful; but 
it can hardly have been possible 
to prepare the plans for such an 
enterprise, assemble the shipping 
and troops, since the Russian war 
began to show signs of-affording 
the opportunity. If such a move 
comes, it seems likely to come 
very much later on in the time- 
table of this curious war. 


Third Possibility. 


Theré is, however, a third area 
in which British offensive opera- 
tions are possible; and if one were 
guessing on the basis of existing 
probabilities as they may now be 
perceived through the “fog of 
war,” one would be inclined to 
the view that the Mediterranean 
affords the most attractive field 
for a British attack on the Axis 
at the present time. There are, 
indeed, not wanting signs of ac- 
tivity in that region. British sub- 
marines and aircraft are busy; a 
vigorous attack on the Cretan air- 
dromes has been followed by raids 
on Sicily; Malta has just been 
heavily reinforced; the garrison of 
Tobruk grows more enterprising 
day by day in its raids on the Ital- 
ian besiegers, while report has it 
that the major part of the Ger- 
man aircraftand troops have been 
withdrawh- from North Africa. 
This may or may not be true, but 
it is certain that the enormous dif- 
ficulties of supply and mainte- 
nance are having their effect on 
the Axis forces in Libya, and that 
these difficulties are less for the 
British., The heat is still very

OW much sugar should a per- 
son eat a day? 

“Hygeia,” the health maga- 
zine of the American Medical As- 
sociation, says two tablespoonfuls. 
This, of course, is for a normal 
person, not a subject of diabetes 
or obesity. 

A pound of sugar provides 1800 
calories. That is nearly enough 
for a day’s energy, but although 
sugar is a quick energizer, it pro-: 
vides nothing else—no protein to 
replace logs, no vitamins, no min- 
erals. It is a high processed food 
and everything is taken out of it 
but the pure carbohydrate. Brown 
sugar has about the same quali- 
ties and effects. Molasses, not so 
highly processed, contains some 
minerals including iron. 

Excessive eating of sugar, ac- 
cording to “Hygeia,” may put a 
strain on the pancreas because the 
pancreas secretes a substance 
which is necessary to enable the 
body to utilize sugar. The exces- 
sive consumption of sugar may 
also weaken the protective power 
of the liver. Eating sugar alone 
will make one feel dull and bilious 
for this reason. 

It is a good food in connection 
with other foods, but this empha- 
sis on other foods is a warning for 
the youngsters who eat too much 
of it so they have no appetite for 
anything else. 
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DOES A FLICKERING light, 
such as reading on the train or 
in a car, weaken the eyes? 

It does no permanent damage to 
the eyes, but the constant adjust- 
ment causes muscle strain and 
headache. The comparison might 
be made to walking over very 
rough or uneven ground. In the 
course of time your legs would be- 
come very tired in all parts, but 
there would be no permanent dam- 
age. The energy required to do 
eye work in a flickering light is 
out of all proportion to any possi- 
ble advantage to be gained. There 
are indeed some people whose eyes 
are of the kind that they should 
not attempt under any circum- 
stances to do work or reading in 
a flickering light.

IN WHAT WAY is Roquefort 
cheese different from other cheese? 
Does it contain salt? 

Roquefort cheese is made from 
sheep’s milk. Its odor and flavor 
come from the implantation of a 
mold, Penicillium Glaucum. About 
every kind of cheese has some salt, 
the content of Roquefort being 
quite high—4.14 per cent. In mak-

Lead-Directing 
Bids Are Not 
Always Wise 


By Ely Culbertson 


ANY players have a quaint 
idea that unless they put in a 
defensive bid, a partner is 
likely to make a calamitous open- 
ing lead. I do not hold with this 
theory. My experience has been 
that many of these lead-directing 


bids influence the worst possible 4 


leads. Note today’s hand: 
South, dealer. 
Neither side vulnerable. 
Match-point duplicate. 
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At every table South became the 
declarer at spade contracts ranging 
from two to four. In all cases the 
bidding was started by South with 
a spade, West passed, and North 
responded with one no trump. Sev- 
eral of the East players then inter- 
polated a two diamond overcall 
and, from that point, whether or 
not North-South reached game, 
they were assured a good match- 
point score because West, duti- 
fully observing his partner’s bid, 
opened a diamond and declarer 
could not be stopped from ruffing 
his third diamond and conceding, 
in all, two diamonds and one 
heart. 


Only at two tables where West 
was left to make hi: own selection 
of opening lead (East having re- 
frained from bidding diamonds) 
were the spade contracts held to 
nine tricks. With no “guiding” 
bid from East, these two West 
players selected the club eix as the 
most favorable opening. Now it 
was the declarer who was “on the 
spot.” If he tried to take out 
dummy’s diamonds in order to ruff 
the third round, West would hop 
up with the king and lead his re- 
maining club; then East could get 
in with the diamond ace, return a 
third club, and West could ruff. 
Conversely, if declarer recognized 
the danger of a club ruff and im- 
mediately drew trumps, he would 
be forced to lose three diamond 
tricks.

Above all the ladder should be 
equipped with some device to ob- 
scure the ground under it, or at 
least to minimize the distance to 
the ground, so as to serve persons 
who, the instant they are up in the 
air, begin to get dizzy. 

In short, the ladder showid not 
only be handy but also of such a 
nature that, when the owner is 
under the necessity of using it, he 
will not experience all the excite- 
ment and sensations of a person 
about to depart on a voyage in a
